Veteran Savannah Rep- 
resentative Fatally 
Stricken During Visit to 
Robert Ramspeck. 


Representative Charles G. Edwards, 
53, of the first Georgia congressional 
district, died from what was believed 
to have been a cerebral hemorrhage 
while in a conference at about 3 
o'clock Monday afternoon with two 


of his colleagues in the Georgia dele- 
gation. He was stricken in the of- 


fice of Representative Robert Rams- | 


peck, of Atlanta, and died en route 
to a hospital. 

Mr. Edwards, whose home was in 
Savannah, had been in Atlanta visit- 
ing a niece, Mrs. F. G. Everett, 724 
Spring street, and had held confer- 
ences with political friends in the gen- 
eral assembly since Friday. Monday 


afterwards took a short nap before 
going downtown to join Representa- 
tive W. C. Wright and Representa- 
tive Ramspeck in the latter's Walton 
building offices. 

Collapses in Chair. 

The three colleagues had been talk- 
ing informally for a few minutes, Mr. 
Ramspeck saif_, when Mr. Edwards 
asked for a glass of water. While 
waiting for the water he slumped in 
his chair uneonscious. An ambulance 
was summoned, but doctors -ro- 
nounced Mr, Edwards dead upeg ar- 
rival at the hospital, His niece said 
that while his health had apparently 
been good he had suffered from high 
blood pressure the last two years,

Representative Edwards was first 
elected to congress in 1906, serving 10) 
years and retiring voluntarily to re-| 
sume his law practice with Richard 
M. Lester, of Savannah. The lure of 
public life attracted him again in 
1924 and he was again elected to 
serve his district. Since that year 
he had been reelected every two years.

ALL BANKS IN NATION 
CLOSED BY HINDENBURG 
BY WADE WERNER. ; 
(Copyright, 1931, by the Associated Press) 

BERLIN, July 14 (Tuesday).— 
The German government, shortly be- 
fore midnight last night, ordered all 
banks in the nation to remain closed 
Tuesday and Wednesday as a desper- 
ate measure to halt demands for cur- 
rency which today threatened the 
country’s financial stability. 

The governments action was taken 
following the issuance of a decree by 
President Von Hindeburg authorizing 
the cabinet to “‘declare bank holidays.” 
President Von Hindenburg’s decree 
was issued under authority given him 
by Article 48 of the constitution to 
resort to what amounts to dictatorial 
powers in such emergencies, 

The decree also gave the govern- 
ment authority to declare a further 
extension of the time the banks must 
remain closed if it were found neces- 
sary. 

The government hoped early today, 
however, that it would be possible for 
the banks to open again on Thursday, 
at least. 

The reichsbank is the only credit in- 
stitution in the nation exempt from 
the closing order. 

The government also _ prohibited 
banks and the postoffice money order 
department from handling payments 
or transfers of money, either to points 
inside Germany or abroad. 

This not only erects a wall against 
the flight of capital from the coun- 
try, but means virtually a general 
moratorium within Germany until the 
banks reopen. 

The stock exchanges throughout the 
country were also ordered to remain 
closed all week, 

The necessity for the president's ac- 
tion, it was said, arose not so much 
from the situation in Berlin. where 
real bank runs did not develop, al- 
though the withdrawals were heavy 
and the banks paid only a percentage 
of deposits, but out of what was said 
to be a much more serious outlook in 
the Rhineland, where runs developed 
quickly and authorities withont wait- 
ing for the president to act announced 
that municipal savings banks wauld 
be closed Tuesday and Wednesday.

GEORGE APPEALS 
FOR TARE CUTS 


Senator Asks Hoover’s 
Aid in Lowering Trade 
Barriers for Customers. 


BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, July 13.—Joining 
with other of his colleagues who have 
demanded a downward revision of the 
tariff as an aid to world economic ills, 
Senator Walter F. George, of Georgia, 
a member of the senate finance com- 
mittee, today called upon President 
Hoover to invoke the assistance of the 
federal tariff commission in eliminat- 
ing “those unwarranted and -especially | 
burdensome duties’ on the trade and | 
commerce of so many of our best cus-| 


The Georgia séndtor said that it | 
was not necessary for the president | 
to invite a congressional revision of | 
the tariff with the attendant legisla-| 
tive uneertainty. Through flexible 
provisions of the tariff commission the 
president, he emphasized, already has 
an agency at his command for the 
removal of trade barriers imposed by 
the Smoot-Hawley tariff act. 

Senator George issued his statement | 
on the tariff situation on the eve of 
returning to Georgia after a week 
spent in Washington attending recep- 
tions of the senate privileges and elec- 
tions committee which is considering 
the Bankhead-Heflin contest in Ala- 
bama. He will drive through to his 
home in Vienna, leaving Tuesday 
morning. 

Hoover Plan Supported. 

“The president’s pian to suspend for 
one year the payment of inter-govern- 
mental debts has received cordial as- 
surances of support by representatives 
of both political parties,” he _ said. 
“The ultimate value of the morato- 
rium lies in the use we shall make 
of it. 

“If we shall indicate by our actions 
the purpose to abandon the embargo 
theory of tariff and to adopt a more 
liberal trade poliey, the history of 
tariff making in Europe justifies the 
belief that European nations may 
eliminate many of the trade barriers 
erected by them against other nations, | 
including the United States, thereby 


| marked upward revisions of the tariff 


— 


setting in normal motion the currents‘ 
of world trade. 

“In 1925 and 1926 there were 
in the 16 European countries. This 
tendency was apparently checked by 
the bankers’ manifesto of 1926, the 
report of the world economic confer-, 
ence in 1927 and other statements 
from the leading financiers and indus- 
trialists of the world. 

“In 1927 upward revisions of the 
tariff occurred in only 10 European 
countries; in 1928 five, and in 1929 
probably only two countries continued 
the policy. In 1929 congress was 
ealled in extraordinary session and 
invited to make a limited revision of 
the tariff in the interest of agricul- 
ture and a few industries suffering 
from insurmountable foreign compe- 
tition. Political necessity and = ex-. 
pediency, however, led to a general 
revision of the tariff. 

High Tariffs Follow. 

“The result is the Smoot-Hawley 
act. The further result is the erec- 
tion of retaliation tariffs’ by many | 
countries of Europe, by some coun-| 
tries in this hemisphere and protests 
from every quarter. Drastic reduc-' 
tion in foreign commerce, both ex-!| 
ports and imports, has followed. This) 
decline is due in great part to the| 
world depression, but- exports from | 
the United States fell approximately | 
21. per cent during the first. six | 
months of 1930; while British ex-| 
ports declined about 15 per cent, | 
Italy about 11 per cent, and France, 
about 5.5 per cent.

tariffs have | 


' most certainly contributed to the gen- | 
eral depression and we have not, of | 


course,. escaped the consequences of | 
that depression. The  president’s | 
views regarding the tariff are known. 
He himself recognized inequalities in 
the present tariff. Upon his insis- 
tance the executive flexible provision 
was retained in the act. It is not 
necessary that the president invite a 
congressional revision of the tariff. 
With the assistance of the tariff com- 
mission he may eliminate those un- 
warranted and especially burdensome 
duties on the trade and commerce of 
so many of our best customer na- 
tions. 

“President Hoover properly recog- 
nizes that military and naval dis- 
armament must come by international 
agreement; likewise economic dis- 
armament. 

“There is not the slightest disposi- 
tion to eriticize or embarrass the ef- 
forts thus far made by the president 
to stabilize world conditions, and a 
downward revision of tariffs here and , 
in Kurope may well be expected to! 
hasten materially the return of nor- | 
mal conditions.”
